5. A large lot beginning at the 
corner of A and 'Third and extend­ 
ing inward in the block along Mont­ 
gomery Ward building.

6. A lot facing A street, and about 
the middle (Jiird of the section be­ 
tween Fourth and Third. 
7. Another section at the corner 
of Cijos and Third, adjoining the 
one in that area already proposed 
for acquisition. 
Of course, all existing parking lots 
would be used. 
The master plan also calls for use 
of space under the elevated portion 
of Highway 101, approximately from 
Fifth avenue to 'Third street. 
The state has already thrown 
cold water on this plan. A letter of 
discouragement was received by the 
city from the state division of high­ 
ways. 'The division does not want the 
trees along the highway cut down, 
it thinks the plan unsafe, and says 
cost of covering the creek would be 
expensive. 
The city, apparently, has "laid 
aside the letter, preferring to ignore 
the project for the present. 


Marin's county government moves 
into the second half of the 1951- 
1952 fiscal year in sound financial 
shape, according to indications in 
a report published this week By 
Auditor Leon De Lisle. 
De Lisle reports that the cost qf 
running Harin between July 1 and 
December 31, aside from welfare 
and roads, was $762,300.24, slightly 
less toan half of $1,560,668.34 appro­ 
priated last spring. 
Welfare and roads, because so 
much of toe funds for these comes 
from state and federal sources, Rre 
handled separately in the budget. 
FIRST TALLY 
This leaves a balance of $798,368.10 
that can be spent* during the rest 
of toe fiscal year. De Lisle’s report 
was the first such tally In Marin’s 
history. It will be published in full 
lorraw in the Indlpandent-Jour- 
nal anti in the county’s weekly 
journals. 
Publication of toe exhaustive re­ 
port was authorized by the board 
of supervisors at their Monday 
meeting this week, though De Lisle 
had to draw it up well in advance. 
Only six minor deficits appeared 
in toe roundup ranging from $1,- 
113.03 in the public defender budget 
down to $7.59 in thq capital'outlay 
fund in the tax collector’s office. 
OTHER DEFICITS 
Other deficits were $500 in a 
fund for acquisition of Tómales 
Bay State Park; $294.86 In the gen­ 
eral election fund; $264.70 in «the 
'mileage and expenses for grand jury 
members; $164.08 in the county 
park maintenance fund. 
These small deficits can be cov­ 
ered by shifts of money from funds 
with' surpluses or by transfers from 
toe unappropriated reserve. The

“but I couldn’t move without an 
engineer." 
During the Questioning the cap­ 
tain disclosed that LaBrance con­ 
ferred with him on the eve of the 
scheduled sailing and said the en­ 
gineers refused to sajl because they 
were afraid of violence.

In the proceedings against the 
eight stewards the Mill Valley skip­ 
per denied the contention that they 
were being terrorised by sailors. 
“At one point," Noble told at­ 
torneys, “the crew members came 
to him with the ultimatum that 
either the five offending sailors 
leave this ship or we do."

Consul the stewards returned 
to the ship but refused to work for 
the first three days, Noble pointed 
out.

Water Engineer Gerald H. Jones 
told the officials the Sierra pack 
varies from 130 to 230' per cent, above 
normal In various parte of the 
mountains. 
“There may be critical areas later 
in the year from, snow melt on 'the 
lower San Joaquin,” Jones said, “but 
I doubt there will be any floods in 
the Sacramento area.” 
Officials, agreed there wasn’t much, 
the state could do-in the way of 
planning for flash floods or floods 
cc.used by raih, particularly in south­ 
ern California and the Bay Area 
and the Eel river country in north­ 
western California.

Ask P. M. Bliss his opinions about 
the political hassel in Ross school 
district—and in which he is the 
central figure— and hell probably 
smile and say two words: 
"No comment/ 
But ask him about education in 
general and Ross Grammar school 
in particular, and hell probably 
talk—and talk at some length.. 
First off, Bliss told this reporter, 
he feels education should be "mod­ 
ern and democratic.” 
What do these words mean? 
•’Modern” means, Bliss says, that 
educators should take advantage 
of scientific advances as shown by 
testing and other means. Applied * 
directly, this could show hew much 
a child of a yiven age can absorb 
in a given period of time, consider­ 
ing the differences among children. 
And what is “democratic?" Ap­ 
plied to the classroom, this means 
broadly a condition where a child 
is taught to "grow in self-discipline 
rather than imposed discipline.” 
"After all, what are we training 
the children for?" asks Bliss. "We 
are training them to live in our 
democratic society." They 
must, 
first off, learn the tools of educa­ 
tion and communication—reading, 
writing, arithmetic, and subjects 
akin to these. This, Bliss feels, has 
been done wed ir. Ross school. 
While this teaching is being done, 
the children must learn to get 
along with other people. This, he 
feels, can be done best by teacher 
direction of pupils rather than ar 
bitrary control. If the youngsters 
are able to join in planning class­ 
room activities — or if a well- 
oriented teacher snakes his <*i«fft 
feel it is in on the planning, even 
within well-defined limits—they are 
more likely to understand the rea 
son* for what they learn. 


Thus, Bliss feels, the children are 
more likely to take an interest in 
activities and to be cooperative. 
There are variables here, such as 
age, size of class and the ability 
grouping of children. Younger chil-

In Ross, an effort has been made 
to keep classes reasonably small 
and to-maintain adequate year-to- 
year records on children to permit 
such grouping. 
The basic classroom work is 
geared to the "middle child" in 
ability and demeanor, while faster 
or slower youngsters 
are given 
special attention as their cases re­ 
quire, 
On the teaching side of the 
ledger. Bliss feels Ross school has 
done a good job — "I don’t think 
Ross is second to any in the county’* 
—and cites the grades of pupils 
who have graduated and gone on 
to Tamalpais High school and more 
recently to Sir Francis Drake. 
The*# gradws show, Bliss says, 
that Ross students have gone on 
to high school and maintained 
standards which show they are 
working close to their individual 
potentials. The self-sufficiency 
which Ross tries to instill in stu­ 
dents has shown itself in another 
way—in outstanding student lead­ 
ers. For example, Bliss notes, both 
of Drake’s student body presidents 
so far ha vs been Ross graduates 
What about 
direct discipline, 
Bliss was asked. 
^ This must be administered in 
such a way as to be meaningful, 
Bliss responded, by taking away 
privileges in soms instances. For 
example, a pupil involved in violat­ 
ing a bicycle rule may be required 
to leave his bike, at home for a 
stated period and walk to school 
instead. 
On one point. Bliss was emphatic. 
"The school is as good as its teach­ 
ers,” he said, and noted: 
"Ross has a good teaching staff— 
a prims staff." 
(The teachers have voted unani­ 
mously, with one abstention, to 
back Bliss in the controversy.) 
One aspect of the Ross program, 
expanded during his tenure, is the 
"modified activity program’ which 
takes pupils out into the commun­ 
ity on field trips—and even as far 
away as the Legislature in Sacra­ 
mento. This, Bliss feels, is a means 
of linking the classroom with the 
realities of life—and sparks pupils 
with enthusiasm for studying in 
the classroom Itself.

WASHINGTON (A*)—Senator Taft 
(R., Ohio) and John L. Lewis hook­ 
ed up In a bitter, name-calling clash 
at a Senate committee hearing to­ 
day.

Lewis wound up with this broad­ 
side at the GOP presidential hope­ 
ful: 
“If you are ever elected president, 
Mr. Taft, and Joe Stalin should ask 
you about the Taft-Hartley slave 
act, I don’t know how you’ll answer 
him.” 
“I can handle Stalin all right,” 
Taft retorted. “And I managed to 
handle the worxers of Ohio.” 
He was obviously referring to his 
overwhilmlng reelection as senator 
in 1950 when his authorship of the 
labor law was a primary issue. 
Earlier, Taft had accused Lewis 
of injecting a “red herring” into 
senate hearings on mine safety. 
Taft said it is “entirely untrue” 
that mine» are denied the right to 
walk out of unsafe minea because 
of the labor law Taft co-authored.

Bliss Won't Talk 'Politics' 
But Restates Education Views 


(Editor’s* Note — When Mrs. 
Mary Bolles resigned last week as 
a Ross school district trastee, 
she declared her feeling that 
Superintendent P. M. Bliss had 
be e n “unequal” 
to discipline 
problems. She said, too, that Bliss 
had emphasised “adjustm ent” 
above scholarship and “ s e l f * 
expression” above discipline. The 
Independent-Journal asked Bliss 
If he would comment upon his 
theories of education, whioh he 
agreed to do. The folowing inter­ 
view report Is the superintend­ 
ent’s fint public statement since 
the present controversy began.) 
By JACK FI SEN . 
Ask P. M. Bliss his opinions about 
the political hassel lit Ross school 
district—and in which he is the 
central figure —and he’ll probably 
smile and say two words: 
“No comment “ 
But ask him about education in 
general and Rosa Grammar school 
in particular, and he’ll probably 
talk—and talk at some length. 
First off, Bliss told this reporter, 
he feels education should be “mod­ 
em and democratic.” 
What do these words mean? 
“Modern” means, Bliss says, that 
educators should take advantage 
of scientific advances as shown by 
testing and other means. Applied* 
directly, this could show how much 
a child of a given age can absorb 
in a given period of time, consider­ 
ing the differences among children. 
And what is “democratic?” Ap­ 
plied to the classroom, this means 
broadly a condition where a child 
Is taught to “grow in self-discipline 
rather than Imposed discipline.” 
“After all, what are we training 
the children for?” asks Bliss. “We 
are training them to live in our 
democratic society.” They must, 
first off, learn the tools of educa­ 
tion and communication—reading, 
writing, arithmetic, and subjects 
akin to these. This, Bliss feels, has 
been done well ir. Ross school. 
While this teaching is being done, 
the children must leam to get 
along with other people. This, he 
feels, can be done best by teacher 
direction of pupils rather than ar­ 
bitrary control. If the youngsters 
a» able to join in planning class­ 
room activities — or if a well- 
oriented teacher makes his class 
feel it is in on the planning, even 
within well-defined limits—they are 
more likely to understand the rea­ 
sons for what they leam. 


Thus, Bliss feels, the children are 
more likely to take an Interest in 
activities and to be cooperative. 
There are variables hero, such ar. 
age, size of class and the ability 
grouping of children. Younger chil-

guidance In their work. 
In Ross, an effort has been made 
to keep classes reasonably small 
and to-maintain adequate year-to- 
year records on children to permit 
such grouping. 
• 
The basic classroom work is 
geared to the “middle child” In 
ability and demeanor, while faster 
or slower youngsters are given 
special attention as their cases re­ 
quire. 
On the teaching side of the 
ledger, Bliss feels Rosa school has 
done a good Job — “I don't think 
Ross is second to any In the county” 
—and cites the grades of pupils 
who have graduated and gone on 
to Tamalpals High school and more 
recently to Sir Francis Drake, 
These grades show, Bliss says, 
that Ross students have gone on 
to high school and maintained 
standards which show they are 
working close to their individual 
potentials. The self-sufficiency 
which Ross tries to instill In stu­ 
dents has shown itself In another 
way—in outstanding student lead­ 
ers. For example, Bliss notes, both 
of Drake’s student body presidents 
so far have been Ross graduates. 
What about direct discipline, 
Bliss was asked. 
, This must be administered in 
such a wsy as to be meaningful, 
Bliss responded, by taking away 
privileges in some instances. For 
example, a pupil Involved in violat­ 
ing a bicycle rule may be required 
to leave his bike, at home for a 
stated period and walk to school 
instead. 
On one point, Bliss was emphatic. 
“The school is as good as Its teach­ 
ers,” he said, and noted : 
“Ross has a good teaching staff— 
a prime staff.” 
(The teachers have voted unani­ 
mously, with one abstention, to 
back Bliss in the controversy.) 
One aspect of the Ross program, 
expanded during his tenure. Is the 
"modified activity program’ which 
takes pupils out into the commun­ 
ity on field trips—and even as far 
away as the Legislature in Sacra­ 
mento. This, Bliss feels, is a means 
of linking the classroom with the 
realities of life—and sparks pupils 
with enthusiasm for studying in 
the classroom Itself.

Chicken pox continued to keep 
Marin doctors busy and children 
away from schools last week as 15 
cases were reported in Mill Valley 
and 10 others elsewhere in the 
county. 


Dr. Clarice H. Haylett. county 
health officer, reported that al­ 
though Mill Valley had 15 new cases 
of the communicable disease she 
did not believe an epidemic existed. 


The 15 eases reported today Is far 
below the number for the city list 
week, she added. 


Besides Mill Valley, six children 
were stricken with the malady in 
San Rafael and one each in Corte 


Madera, Larkspur, Kentfield, and 
Fairfax. 
Second largest list of quarantine 
cases was seven youngsters in Fair­ 
fax who were stricken with mumps. 
The illness was also contracted by 
one person in Kentfield, San An- 
selmo and Novato. 
Scarlet ‘ fever signs went up at 
two homes in San Anselmo and two 
in Corte Madera, while one young­ 
ster was stricken in both Mill Val­ 
ley and San Rafael. 
Two cases of syphilis went on the 
record in Marin City. 
Marin City was hit by seven per­ 
sons suffering from Influenza, three 
with whooping cough, and one ring­ 
worm.

He is 
with the State department and has 
written some of the finest speeches 
some of the big people in our gov­ 
ernment have delivered in recent 
months. 
Some people in the public eye are 
able to write their own speeches. 
Some aren't. Most of them don’t 
have time. 
In these trying days, writing a 
speech via the “invocation of the 
muse" seems to be a lost art. And 
according to the Library of Con­ 
gress, many of the mighty works of 


literatura in other centuries wera 
ghosted. 
Ghosting Is a wonderful trade and 
pays off for toe spook. But some­ 
times it can boomerang. 
That happened to a ghost in Iowa 
a few years ago. Bob Feller, who 
was brought up to the Cleveland 
Indians before he finished high 
school, was hot news at a time when 
he had to leave the pitching mound 
and go back to his home town and 
receive a high school diploma. 
Some expert wrote him a pretty 
speech, but made the mistake of 
making only one copy. The papers 
sent reporters. One of them got to 
Bob a few minutes before the broad­ 
cast, borrowed the speech and 
promised to return it. He didn't 
Bob went on the air without a pre­ 
pared speech. All of that taught the 
modern ghost a lesson. Always make 
a few copies. Which, I hope, J. 
Douglas Knox will tell his pupils.

University of California’s Memorial Stadium relaxes in hushed 
•ilence, the quiet broken onlv by the flutter of Strawberry 
Canyon’s winged inhabitants flying high overhead, or the oc­ 
casional honk of a passing automobile on Piedmont avenue. 
Draped in this air of sanctity and directly facing the California 
rooting section on the east side of the stadium is the Andy Smith 
memorial bench. The bench is wide enough to seat more than 
40 players and stretched 20 yards between the Cal 40-yard line 
and the visiting team’s 40-yard marker. 
It was constructed 
from contributions of the graduating class of 1927 and dedicat­ 
ed one year later. Although its inscription is faded after many 
years, the words are still legible: “In memory of Andrew Latham 
Smith, football coach of the University of California, 1916-1925.” 
Nothing fancy, mind you — just plain, simple fact which 
Smith loved so well. The very mention of the name Andy Smith 
will bring a glint to the eve of any Old Blue - Wonder Team, 
first Rose Bowl, five unbeaten seasons — all spell out Andy 
Smith. 
Actually, the story goes back to 1915 when Graduate 
Manager John Stroud signed Andy off the Purdue University 
campus to come west and guide Cai’s football destinies. Stroud’s 
trip to the Midwest wat hastened after another disastrous foot­ 
ball season which had been climaxed by a 72-0 trouncing by 
University of Washingto 0U 
Smith was Stroud’s natural choice*— his contract with the 
Boilermakers had terminated and his career had gained him an 
excellent reputation not only as a coach, but as a player as well. 
H e had been a member of Walter Camp's All-American team 
of 1903 at the University of Pennsylvania, and upon graduation 
from the Quaker institution, had taken up football coaching as 
a profession. His first assignment was to return to his “alma 
mater” and make a start as freshman coach. 
IN 1908 HE WAS promoted to the varsity as backlield coach 
but moved to Purdue in 1913 when a brighter future loomed 
at the West Lafayette, Indiana, institution. From that fateful 
day in December, 1915, until his untimely death in 1926, Andy 
was to steer California’s football ship-of-state over a sea of 
gridiron fame and immortality.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 
Visiting Nurses Drive 
Deserves Your Support 


Within a lew days a lepresentative of the 
Visiting Nune Association of Marin county 
will call on you in a letter asking for dona­ 
tion. 


Give what you can. If for no other reason 
than to help somebody a great deal less for­ 
tunate than yourself. For you probably know, 
registered nurses of the VNA %ivc professional 
care of hundreds of charity cases during the 
year, including mothers and the aged and in­ 
digent. 


But aside,from this charitable aspect of their 
work, thees visiting nurses have another ap­ 
peal for us. 


We like to fee! that there is some place we 
can go for the home-services of a graduate 
nurse without hiring one for a week or more. 
It gives us a comfortable feeling to know 
that we can pick up the phone for the profes­ 
sional help of a nurse for an hour or two 


Some day we might slip into that twilight 
of illness which is too serious to be fooled with 
by willing and untrained hands in the house, 
but not quite serious enough to combine the 
regular doctor's visit with a full-time trained 
nune. Perhaps our doctor might order a few 
hypos to fight off the trouble. These visiting 
nurses are just the ticket for such medical 
chores. A boon, we say, to all wage eamen. 


There are hundreds of Marinites in this 
position. And, thanks to these visiting nurses, 
they’re up and around today as lively as ever, 
without having had to mortgage their sal­ 
aries for a year or so to pay medical bills. 


Lacking the spectacular, this kind of ser­ 
vice is hard to sell to a community. There is 
net the dramatic appeal of a poor little polio 
victim in braces, nor the tug at the heart of 
a little hollow-eyed boy wiih tuberculosis or 
rheumatic heart‘trouble. 
Physical handicaps 
like loss of limbs, or hearing or sight have 
their own special appeal to the open-handed- 
new of the American people. 


Actually, among the sick and injured, your 
forgotten man is the worker whose wages are 
enough to take him out of the category of 
hardship cases but still skimpy enough to 
make every medical bill a hardship. 
Our forgotten man has always looked more 
prosperous than he really is. 
He has always 
paid his bills right on time, not being able 
to afford the luxury of slow pay. He is there­ 
fore assessed full cost of all medical attention 
without any qualms whatsoever on the part 
of the purveyors. 
And furthermore, he is 
expected to pay his bills more promptly than 
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even wealthy patients simply because that has 
been his record* while on his feet. 
And our 
forgotten man will break his neck to do so, too. 


Any organization that beams its services to 
the forgotten man is certainly a worthy one 
and deserves whole-hearted support 


The Visiting Nurse Association of Marin 
county is such an organization, in our estima­ 
tion. 
Certainly it must have our forgotten 
man in mind when it will sent a registered 
nurse to his house and charge him only for 
the number of hours she spends there. That 
is a most sympathetic bow to the plight of our 
forgotten man among*the sick. 


When we make our contribution to the 
VNA upon receipt of its letter, we’ll have two 
things in mind: 


1. The charitable aspects of the work this 
organization docs which takes no imagination 
to visualize. 


2. Its wonderful contribution to the re­ 
covery' of the poor forgotten man among the 
sick. 


Congress Should End 
The T-And-T Club'- 


Rep. H. R. Gross of Iowa put his finger the 
other day on one of the cherished Washington 
institutions—cherished, that is, by eastern con­ 
gressmen within easy travel distance of their 
homes. 


This is the so-called "T-and-T dub” enjoyed 
by representatives who leave the capita] at the 
end of Thursday sessions and arrive in time for 
the following Tuesday. A “gentleman’s agree­ 
ment” stands in the House which predudes 
between-times debate or votes on important 
legislation. Nearly half the time of Congress is 
thus a complete, or nearly complete, loss. 


Needless to say, this district’s Rep. Hubert B. 
Scudder can’t join in the easterners* legislative 
monkeyshines, nor can such men as Rep, Gross 
or other congressmen living at some distance 
from the capital. 


The easterners are large in number. But if

(JPy—Somt vacation notes scribbled 
na an old palm leaf: 
FLORIDA IS EXPANDING so 
fast that most cities now have 
caught up with the sidewalks built 
far out into the palmetto thickets 
25 years ago. 
New businesses have been started 
here at a higher rate than any* 
where else in the nation. Many 
of the new pioneers are young 
veterans, stationed here during 
the war. who fell in love with the 
climate and came back to launch 
their civilian careers. Their home- 
building and industry-creating Ac­ 
tivities have given a fresh im­ 
petus to “the peninsula state." 


FLORIDA IS A LAND of reward 
now for almost any fresh talent. 
For example, anyone who likes to 
turn his hand to new jobs might 
find a real opportunity in a recent 
newspaper ad offering $78 a week 
for an alligator wrestler. 
When I remarked the pay didn’t 
seem too attractive, an oldtimer 
remarked: 


“Well, th* hours are short — 
and it’s more than the alligators 
get." 


DRAINING SWAMPS and tour­ 
ists tie standard source? of wealth. 
Great herds of cattle — Florida 
now raises more beef than any 
state east of the Mississippi — 
graze on acres where only rattle­ 
snakes and cockleburrs thrived a 
generation ago. 
The tourists graze in shiny pas­ 
tel million-dollar beachfront hotels 
that still pop up like giant jack-in- 
the-boxes. 
The citrus groves range in wider 
and wider waves of living green. 
Airplane passengers flying over the 
groves when they are in bloom 
say they can smell their fragrance. 
The mushrooming citrus crops, 
speeded by the national popularity 
of frozen breakfast juice, have 
created a new wealthy class. 
In Orlando, which has a metro­ 
politan 
area of about 
100,000 
people, a resident was asked how 
many citrus millionaires had re­ 
tired there since the war.

"We sell a lot back and forth 
to each other, raising the price 
each time, until some newcomer 
comes along, buys it. and builds 
a house on It and takes it out of 
circulation. Then we buy a new 
lot farther out, and start the 
whole thing all over again." 
It is a formula that has worked 
swell ever since the war.

body who stays more than two 
weeks in Florida without buying 
a piece of property is regarded as 
slow-witted—or broke.

WALTER UPPMANN: 
More Than Military 


Might Needed To 
■ 


Meet Red Threats 


WHEN HE SPOKE last week 
Governor Dewey was certainly not 
exaggerating how serious would 
be the consequences if South-East 
Asia were to fall within the Com­ 
munist orbit. 
* 
It would be a catastrophe of 
enormous proportions. From this 
area comes two-thirds of the 
world's exportable rice, and were 
this rice under Communist con­ 
trol the position of India and of 
Japan would be greatly affected. 
Beside the rice, which is critical 
In Asia, this area exports rubber, 
tin, and oil. 
If these raw ma­ 
terials were lost to the W e s t 
European 
nations, 
their 
whole 
economic position, already pre­ 
carious, would be radically weak­ 
ened. 


IN ORDER TO PREVENT this 
catastrophe Governor Dewey pro­ 
poses a Pacific Treaty, simillar 
to the North Atlantic Treaty for 
Europe and the Rio Pact in this 
hemisphere. 
*T a m profoundly 
convinced,” he said, “that if we 
form such an alliance and issue 
such a warning”—that we will 
not hesitate to use every weapon 
at our command—“there will be 
no invasion of South-East Asia." 
Governor Dewey is unduly, in­ 
deed dangerously, optimistic when 
he supposes that holding or losing 
South-East Asia depends upon pre­ 
venting the Chinese from invading 
it. If that were the main problem, 
if to deter the Chinese army from 
invading Indo-China would solve 
the problem, then our whole po­ 
sition would*be very much easier 
than in fact it is. 


THE DANGER IN THIS region, 
as in the rest of Southern Asia 
and Northern Africa, is not pri­ 
marily or principally external, as 
Governor Dewey assumed in his 
argument. 
The Chinese Com­ 
munists have not invaded South- 
East Asia. 
There was a bitter 
and costly civil war In Indo-China, 
there was a nasty guerrilla war in 
Malaya, long before th e R ed 
Chinese entered Southern China. 


The civil war in Indo-China 
began on December 19, 1946, when 
Ho Chi Minh launched a surprise 
attack on the French garrison in 
Hanoi and, as a recent State De­ 
partment release puts It, “war­ 
fare on the present scale com­ 
menced." Where were the Chinese 
Communists on December 19,1946? 
More than 1,500 miles away. They 
did not capture Mukden in Man­ 
churia until November 1, 1948, al­ 
most two years later. The Chinese 
Communists did not take Shanghai 
until May 25, 1949, they did not 
take Canton until October 15, 
1949, and the Nationalists did not 
abandon the mainland until De­ 
cember 8, 1949. The, civil war in 
Indo-China had been going on 
for three years before the Chinese 
Communists even got to the Indo- 
Chinese frontier. 


AND AS FOR MALAYA, guer­ 
rilla warfare started early in 1948, 
months before the Red Chinese 
had taken even Mukden. 
Now there is no doubt that once 
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the Red Chinese got to the Ixtdo- 
Chineso frontier, they were able 
to give support to the rebellion 
under Ho Chi Minh. 
But sup­ 
port of the kind they have been, 
giving is not the invasion against 
which Governor Dewey's proposed 
treaty is directed. 


I AM NOT SAYING all of this 
because I have any objections to 
another pact — except as it would 
give our people a false sense of 
security and fill them with the 
mistaken belief that they had 
* done something serious and ef­ 
fective, 
The new treaty, which 
Governor Dewey proposes, would 
not add any new guarantee to 
those which already exist. France, 
Greet Britain an d th e United 
States are already allied. 
They 
are already publicly committed 
to resist aggression in South-East 
Asia. They have agreed to, and 
are now holding, continuing staff 
talks as to what they can do in 
case of invasion. Another treaty 
would be an elaborate way of 
getting France, Britain, and Am­ 
erica to endorse the check which 
they have already signed. Their 
endorsement of their own check 
will not put any more funds into 
the deposit against which the 
check is drawn. 
The real problem in South-East 
Asia remains, and wquld be un­ 
affected by signing another treaty. 
It is the problem of how to make 
the transition from colonies to 
independent states, 
which 
will 
maintain friendly and mutually 
profitable relations with the Wes­ 
tern great powers. 
The trouble 
with Governor Dewey’s speech is, 
in my view, that it distracts at­ 
tention from the real problem, 
which is very hard to solve, and 
is enormously emphatic about a 
remedy which U already being 
applied. 


THAT THE PROBLEM la very 
hard to solve is only too evident 
when we look at the Middle East 
and North Africa. There is grave 
trouble In Iran, in Egypt, and in 
Tunisia. 
In none of these coun­ 
tries is there any Immediate threat 
of Communist invasion. 
For all 
of them the kind of guarantee 
which Governor Dewey wants is 
now in effect. There is not the 
slightest doubt that the United 
States would react immediately 
if Iran were invaded. 
As for 
Egypt and Tunisia, they cannot 
of course be invaded at all unless 
a dozen other countries have al­ 
ready been invaded and conquered 
and a World W ar is in full blast. 
Yet despite the fact that these 
countries are not threatened with 
military invasion, the Western 
powers are gravely threatened In 
all of them. Until we realize fully 
that in the vast area which runs 
from Morocco to Indonesia our 
problems are not primarily and 
principally military, we shall not 
even begin to solve our problems. 
We shall go on losing the cold war, 
having concentrated our energy 
and our resources—and our brains 
—almost exclusively on preparing 
for hot war.

Visiting Nurses Drive 
Deserves Your Support

Within a few days a representative of the 
Visiting Nurse Association of Marin county 
will call on you in a letter asking for dona­ 
tion. 


Give what you can. If for no other reason 
than to help somebody a great deal less for­ 
tunate than yourself. For you probably know, 
registered nurses of the VNA five professional 
care of hundreds of charity cases during the 
year, including mothers and the aged and in­ 
digent. 


But aside .from this charitable aspect of their 
work, thees visiting nurses have another ap­ 
peal for us. 


We like to feel that there is some place we 
can go for the home-services of a graduate 
nurse without hiring one for a week or more. 


It gives us a comfortable feeling to know 
that we can pick up the phone for the profes­ 
sional help of a nurse for an hour or two 


Some day we might slip into that twilight 
of illness which is too serious to be fooled with 
by willing and untrained hands in the house, 
but not quite serious enough to combine the 
regular doctor's visit with a full-time trained 
nurse. 
Perhaps our doctor might order a few 
hypos to fight off the trouble. These visiting 
nurses are just the ticket for such medical 
chores. 
A boon, we say, to all wage earners. 


There are hundreds of Marinites in this 
♦ 
position. And, thanks to these visiting nurses, 
they're up and around today as lively as ever, 
without having had to mortgage their sal­ 
aries for a year or so to pay medical bills. 


Lacking the spectacular, this kind of ser­ 
vice is hard to sell to a community. There is 
not the dramatic appeal of a poor little polio 
victim in braces, nor the tug at the heart of 
a little hollow-eyed boy with tuberculosis or 
rheumatic heart ^trouble. 
Physical handicaps 
like loss of limbs, or hearing or sight have 
their own special appeal to the open-handed­ 
ness of the American people. 


Actually, among the sick and injured, your 
forgotten man is the worker whose wages are 
enough to take him out of the category of 
hardship cases but still skimpy enough to 
make every medical bill a hardship. 
Our forgotten man has always looked more 
prosperous than he really is. 
He has always 
paid his bills right on time, not being able 
to afford the luxury of slow pay. He is there­ 
fore assessed full cost of all medical attention 
without any qualms whatsoever on the part 
of the purveyors. 
And furthermore, he is 
expected to pay his bills more promptly than

even wealthy patients simply because that has 
been his record* while on his feet. 
And our 
forgotten man will break his neck to do so, too. 


Any organization that beams its services to 
the forgotten man is certainly a worthy one 
and deserves whole-hearted support. 


The Visiting Nurse Association of Marin 
county is such an organization, in our estima­ 
tion. 
Certainly it must have our forgotten 
man in mind when it will sent a registered 
nurse to his house and charge him only for 
the number of hours she spends there. That 
is a most sympathetic bow to the plight of our 
forgotten man among*the sick. 


When we make our contribution to the 
VNA upon receipt of its letter, we'll have two 
things in mind:

Congress Should End 
the T-And-T Club'

WALTER LIPPMANN: 
More Than Military 
Might Needed To 
Meet Red Threats 


WHEN HE SPOKE last week 
Governor Dewey was certainly not 
exaggerating how serious would 
be the consequences if South-East 
Asia were to fall within the Com­ 
munist orbit. 
1 
It would be a catastrophe of 
enormous proportions. From this 
area comes two-thirds of the 
world’s exportable rice, and were 
this rice under Communist con­ 
trol the position of India and of 
Jspan would be greatly affected. 
Beside the rice, which is critical 
in Asia, this area exports rubber, 
tin, and oil. 
If these raw ma­ 
terials were lost to the W est 
European nations, their whole 
economic position, already pre­ 
carious, would be radically weak­ 
ened. 


IN ORDER TO PREVENT this 
catastrophe Governor Dewey pro­ 
poses a Pacific Treaty, similtar 
to the North Atlantic Treaty for 
Europe and the Rio Pact In this 
hemisphere. 
“I a m profoundly 
convinced,” he said, "that if we 
form such an alliance and issue 
such a warning"—that we will 
not hesitate to use every weapon 
at our command—"there will be 
no Invasion of South-East Asia.” 
Governor Dewey is unduly, in­ 
deed dangerously, optimistic when 
he supposes that holding or losing 
South-East Asia depends upon pre­ 
venting the Chinese from invading 
it. If that were the main problem, 
if to deter the Chinese army from 
Invading Xndo-China would solve 
the problem, then our whole po­ 
sition would «be very much easier 
than in fact it is.

SOMEWHERE IN FLORIDA— 
Some vacation notes scribbled 
on an old palm leaf: 
FLORIDA IS EXPANDING so 
fast that most cities now have 
caught up with the sidewalks built 
far out into the palmetto thickets 
25 years ago. 
New businesses have been started 
hers at a higher rate than any­ 
where else in the nation. Many 
of the new pioneers are young 
veterans, stationed here during 
the war, who fell in love with the 
climate and came back to launch 
their civilian careers. Their home- 
building and industry-creating ac­ 
tivities have given a fresh im­ 
petus to "the peninsula state.” 


FLORIDA IS A LAND of reward 
now for almost any fresh talent. 
For example, anyone who likes to 
turn his hand to new jobs might 
find a real opportunity in a recent 
newspaper ad offering ITS a week 
for an alligator wrestler. 
When I remarked the pay didn’t 
seem too attractive, an oldtimer 
remarked: 


"Well, the hours are short — 
and it’s more than the alligators 
get." 


DRAINING SWAMPS and tour­ 
ists are standard sources of wealth. 
Great herds of cattle — Florida 
now raises more beef than any 
state east of the Mississippi — 
graze on acres where only rattle­ 
snakes and cockleburrs thrived a 
generation ago. 
The tourists graze in shiny pas­ 
tel million-dollar beachfront hotels 
that still pop up like giant jack-in- 
the-boxes. 
The citrus groves range in wider 
and wider waves of living green. 
Airplane passengers flying over the 
groves when they are in bloom 
say they can smell their fragrance. 
The mushrooming citrus crops,, 
speeded by the national popularity 
of frozen breakfast juice, have 
created a new wealthy class. 
In Orlando, which has a metro­ 
politan area of about 100,000 
people, a resident was asked how 
many citrus millionaires had re­ 
tired there since the war.

THE RECENT WAVE of Florida 
bombings, anti-racial in origin, 
has really angered and alarmed 
the citizenry. 
They feel it has 
hurt the area. 
“The state is swarming right 
now with FBI agents,” said one 
newspaperman, "and we want the 
perpetrators caught and punished. 
"Ninety-five per cent of our folks 
are fine, decent-minded people. 
The other five pere cent are trash. 
And it is the trash that causes 
that kind of trouble. Suppose they 
do what they do because they feel 
they have to have somebody to 
look down on.” 


IN THE LASt 25 YEAR8 Florida 
has become one of the most cos­ 
mopolitan states in the union. An 
odd fact: southerners settle in the 
northern part, northerners in the 
south. 
The present growth is solid. 
Real estate dealers no longer hire 
jazz bands and serve free meals 
to lure customers. 
Thousands of small homeowners, 
banking on a bright future, invest 
their savings by buying extra lots 
suitable as building sites. As one 
resident said, laughing: 
"We sell a lot back and forth 
to each other, raising the price 
each time, until some newcomer 
comes along, buys it, and builds 
a house on it and takes it out of 
circulation. Then we buy a new 
lot farther out, and start the 
whole thing all over again.” 
It is a formula that has worked 
swell ever since the war. 
Any­ 
body who stays more than two 
weeks in Florida without buying 
a piece of property is regarded as 
slow-witted—or broke. 


THE HEALTH-GIVING quali­ 
ties of Florida products are re­ 
cognized by the animals as well 
as the human population. Many 
pets develop a fondness for citrus 
Juice, and lap it regularly each 
morning in order to get their vi­ 
tamins. 
One woman, explaining why her 
dog’s teeth had been worn down 
to stubs, said: 
"Tim poor thing wore them down 
gnawing through coconuts. 
He’s 
simply crazy about coconut milk.” 


THE DANGER IN THIS region, 
as in the rest of Southern Asia 
and Northern Africa, is not pri­ 
marily or principally external, as 
Governor Dewey assumed in his 
argument. 
The Chinese Com ­ 
munists have not .invaded 'South- 
East Asia. 
There was a bitter 
and costly civil war in Indo-China, 
there was a nasty guerrilla war in 
Malaya, long before th e R ed 
Chinese entered Southern China. 
The civil war in Indo-China 
began on December 19, 1946, when 
Ho Chi Minh launched a surprise 
attack on the French garrison In 
Hanoi and, as a recent State De­ 
partment release puts it, “war­ 
fare on the present scale com­ 
menced.” Where were the Chinese 
Communists on December 19,1946? 
More than 1,500 miles away. They 
did not capture Mukden in Man­ 
churia until November 1, 1948, al­ 
most two years later. The Chinese 
Communists did not take Shanghai 
until May 25, 1949, they did not 
take Canton until October 15, 
1949, and the Nationalists did not 
abandon the mainland until De­ 
cember 8, 1949. The civil war in 
Indo-China had been going on 
for three years before the Chinese 
Communists even got to the Indo- 
Chinese frontier. 


AND AS FOR MALAYA, guer­ 
rilla warfare started early in 1948, 
months before the Red Chinese 
had taken even Mukden. 
Now there is no doubt that once

the Red Chinese got to the Indo- 
Chinese frontier, they were able 
to give support to the rebellion 
under Ho Chi Minh. 
But sup­ 
port of the kind they have been,, 
giving is not the invasion against 
which Governor Dewey’s proposed 
treaty is directed. 


I AM NOT SAYING all of this 
because I have any objections to 
another pact — except as it would 
give our people a false sense of 
security and fill them with the 
mistaken belief that they had 
done something serious and ef­ 
fective. 
The new treaty, which 
Governor Dewey proposes, would 
not add any new guarantee to • 
those which already exist. France, 
Great Britain a n d th e United 
States are already allied. 
They 
are already publicly committed 
to resist aggression in South-East 
Asia. They have agreed to, and 
are now holding, continuing staff 
talks as to what they can do in 
case of invasion. Another treaty 
would, be an elaborate way of 
getting France, Britain, and Am­ 
erica to endorse the check which 
they have already signed. Their 
endorsement of their own check 
will not put any more funds Into 
the deposit against which the 
check is drawn. 
The real problem in South-East 
Asia remains, .and would be un­ 
affected by signing another treaty. 
It is the problem of how to make 
the transition from colonies to 
independent states, which will 
maintain friendly and mutually 
profitable relations with the Wes­ 
tern great powers. 
The trouble 
with Governor Dewey’s speech is, 
in my view, that It distracts at­ 
tention from the real problem, 
which is very hard to solve, and 
is enormously emphatic about a 
remedy which is already being 
applied. 


THAT THE PROBLEM is very 
hard to solve is only too evident 
when we look at the Middle East 
and North Africa. There is gravo 
trouble in Iran, in Egypt, and in 
Tunisia. In none of these coun­ 
tries is there any immediate threat 
of Communist invasion. 
For all 
of them the kind of guarantee 
which Governor Dewey wants is 
now in effect. There Is not the 
slightest doubt that the United 
States would react immediately 
if Iran were invaded. 
As for 
Egypt and Tunisia, they cannot 
of course be inviided at all unless 
a dozen other countries have al­ 
ready been invaried and conquered 
and a World War is in full blast. 
Yet despite the fact that these 
countries are not threatened with 
military invasion, the Western 
powers are gravely threatened in 
all of them. Until we realize fully 
that in the vast area which runs 
from Morocco to Indonesia our 
problems are not primarily and 
principally military, we shall not 
even begin to solve our problems. 
We shall go on losing the cold war, 
having concentrated our energy 
and our resources—and our brains 
—almost exclusively on preparing « 
for hot war.

Mrs. Decker, who simps, keeps 
house and helps her husband, also 
blind, in his vending stand, told the 
governor that Guide Dogs for the 
Blind has set its »52 goal at brain­ 
ing 85 maft-dog units—almost one- 
third more than were trained last 
year—more adequately to meet the 
heavy demand of applicants upon 
the school. 
In urging support of this non­ 
profit organization, Governor War­ 
ren said: 
“Guide Dogs for the Blind is re­ 
turning 
handicapped 
men 
and 
women to normal, useful living by 
providing them with dogs trained 
to guide them safely wherever they 
wish to go. I have watched this or­ 
ganization grow from its small be­ 
ginnings 10 years ago, and know 
that more than 200 men and women 
have been given security and free­ 
dom, and eventually economic in­ 
dependence, in that time. It is 


worthy of generous support 
Warren ha* been particularly in- 
ertested in the organization’s fos­ 
ter home program, operated through 
the Agricultural Extension Service 
of the University of California by 
which four-months-old pups, bred 
at the school kennels, are placed in 
the homes of 4-H Club members, to 
grow up as ^ part of family life 
until they are a year old, and ready 
for their intensive training as guide 
dogs at the school. 
Guide Dogs for the Blind, Inc., is 
supported entirely by contributions 
from the public, raised by volunteer 
committees. The >cost of training a 
man-dog unit is $1,500. There is no 
cost to the blind. The organization 
serves the civilian blind of the 11 
western states, the blinded veterans 
(whose applications are given pref­ 
erence) in the 23 states west of the 
Mississippi.

Adults Encourged To 


Take College Courses 


With the spring semester open­ 
ing at the College of Marin next 
week, President Ward H. Austin 
said yesterday he felt that more 
adults should know the college wel­ 
comes adult students in nearly all 
of its regular daytime classes. This 
of course is in addition to the 
full program of adult education 
carried on in evening classes. 
During the semester that ends 
this week there have been many 
older students among the recent 
high school graduates in daytime 
classes and, Austin says, the facul­ 
ty as a whole welcomes such people. 
Soma of them enroll for a full 
schedule of classes but more of 
them undertake one or two sub­ 
jects only. There have been six 
adults 
taking 
business 
courses, 
eight in foreign language classes 
five In English, five in scientific 
subjects and so on through the 
various departments. 
There is no reason, Austin says, 
why a great many more people 
should not be absorbed into classes 
that Interest them or that contrib­ 
ute to the efficiency of their daily 
lives. 
Enrollment procedure is simple. 
A person wishing to enter as a 


special student can complete regis­ 
tration 
requirements 
in 
a

minutes at the office of the regis- 
straf and can proceed directly to 
scheduled classes of his choice. No 
tuition fee is charged by the college 
Faculty members have endorsed 
the idea of encouraging adults to 
enter their classes. Dr. Paul T. Wil­ 
son, head of the department of 
life sciences, said, “The experience 
of the older person usually makes 
it easier for him to learn in college, 
and his more mature viewpoint 
allows him to make valuable con­

Wqrren Campaigns On Party's 
National Platform Of 1948

Therefore, Warren can be listed

YOUR HEALTH 


Handicaps Of Epilepsy Can 
Be Reduced By Modem Drugs 
By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M. D. 
Many people do not realize that 
epilepsy can now be controlled with 
drugs. 
It Is believed that if all the epilep­ 
tic children could receive the neces­ 
sary treatment at the hands of 
experienced physicians, very few 
would be handicapped by epileptic 
convulsions. 
Epileptics usually havo a hard 
time finding a useful place in so­ 
ciety because of the feelings of 
others toward them. This is true 
«ven of epileptic children.* 
NEED INSPIRATION 
Too often these children are 
shielded and made to feel ashamed 
of themselves. The epileptic child 
must be given inspiration and be 
taught that he can advance through 
life in spite of his condition. 
There are still two unfortunate 
misconceptions about epileptics— 
that they have a hereditary disease 
and are feeble-minded. Both of 
these ideas are false. 
Epileptic convulsions may ap­ 
pear in a person at any age. There 
are about 750,000 epileptics in the 
United States, over half of them 
being under 20 years of age. 
The causes of this disorder are 
many. Less than a fourth of the 
cases are due to scar tissue of the 
brain, resulting from a head in­ 
jury. Most cases are due to an 
abnormality of the brain cells them­ 
selves, the cause of which is un­ 
known/ 
NORMAL POWERS OF THOUGHT 
Many times, thinking ability Is 
reduced in an epileptic person but 
this Is not the common rule. Most 
of these people have normal powers 
of thought, and may reach the su­ 
perior level. Many with epilepsy are 
emotionally stable and well ad­ 
justed. 
There are many different kinds 
and degrees of epileptic attacks. 
A typical attack includes muscle 
tremors, rigidity, unconsciousness, 
and loss of control over the bladder 
and bowels.

Give To The March of Dimes 


Training .. 
800,000 In Service 


By ELTON C. FAT 
WASHINGTON <JP>—Congress has 
before it a blueprint for a Uni versa 
Military Training system—a pro­ 
gram which could involve 800,000 
youths annually ami cost more than 
$1 billion in the first year. 
The plan was submitted by the 
National Security Training'commis­ 
sion. was prefaced by some grim 
words about the world outlook and 
the need for UMT, among them 
these: 
“The ciet'.r prospect is th at the 
present generation must hve in dan 
ger for many years** and therefore 
should “learn to live with danger 
calmly and confidently.'* 
Because today's military 
tech­ 
nology permits an enemy to strike 
directly at the United States by sea 
or air, “the American people must 
be prepared, like their forebears 
who pushed the frontier westward, 
to meet a savage apd deadly at­ 
tack at any moment." 
“T he return to frontier condi­ 
tions demands a frontier response.’ 
The frontier response, the com­ 
mission argued, is to hate every 
“physically and mentally able youth 
taught in the “art of survival and 
self-defense ” 
UNCERTAIN FUTURE 
The five-man civilian commission 
headed by James W. Wadsworth, a 
former Republican member of Con­ 
gress, WE? formed last J u d € after 
Congress had approved the broad 
idea of UMT. 
But in doing that 
(as part of an am endm ent,to the 
draft law) Congress left details on 
the form and operation of UMT 
for the commission to draft and 
submit to the lawmakers. 
It also 
left to some time in the uncertain 
future the date upon which a train­ 
ing program could be started. 
. The 
detailed 
recommendations 
and proposed bill produced by the 
commission and aired in current 
congressional hearings was the most 
advanced point a universal military 
training proposal has reached since 
George Washington first urged it 
a t the beginning of the republic. 
Here are some of the points the 
commission’s report made: 
1—A 
fully 
operating 
program 
would mean that 
about 
800,000 
youths 18 years old would get six 
months of training, then for the 
next seven and a half years be in a 
reserve component (reserves of {he 
A m y, Navy, Marines or Air Force 
ar the Ground or 
Air 
National 
Guard). A UMT program (starting 
off on a limited scale might involve 
training about 80,000 men annually, 
COST IN BILLIONS 
• —The cost of a full-scale pro- 
gram is estimated by the Defense 
Department for the first year at 
$4-18/ $83.500. with the annual cost 
later dropping to $2,158,746,200. The 
limited program cost estimate was 
$398435,210 for the starting year 
$178,29!,580 thereafter. 
• —The commission thought the 
military's estimate 
cost was 
too 
high, that it might be pcMiblo to 
reduce It. For one thing, Use com­ 
mission raised questions 'about the 
military’s belief that for each two 
trainees one more person would be 
needed in the system to support It 
through maintenance ami other ser­ 
vice. 
4—Induction of trainees would be 
through the existing selection ser­ 
vice system used far the drafting of 
men into the regular forces. 
The 
trainees, however, would not be 
members of the 
regular 
armed 
forces, although they 
would 
be 
trained for military duty 
sub­ 
ject generally to the same military 
law governing the armed forces. 
NOT REALLY «UNIVERSAL* 
V-Actually the system could not be 
“universal” because there is a level 
•f physical and mental standards 
below which it would be unprofit­ 
able, from a military standpoint to 
go in the UMT program. But these 
unqualified youths gould be mobil­ 
ised and their civilian skills used

<b) he reaches his 20th birthday 
or (C) he ceases to pursue satis­ 
factorily his ‘Ugh school course. A 
youth ordered to report for UMT 
induction while in college would be 
deferred until the end of the cur­ 
rent academic year, but if he fail­ 
ed to make good in his studies could 
be inducted. 
The commission 
definitely op­ 
posed deferment for college stu­ 
dents except for the current aca­ 
demic year. 


OPPOSES DEFERMENT 
“We believe," the commissioners 
Wrote, “that all persons who intend 
to enter upon the study of medicine 
dentistry, the several sciences, or 
professional 
training 
other 
than 
military should take their training 
in the corps before beginning such 
study. 
We would be basically op­ 
posed to their deferment for the 
full period of their professional 
training, for one essential quality of 
the UMT program is the obligation 
it imposes equally upon all young 
men without regard In their social, 
racial, or economic status." 
The training program must wait 
until the Korean war and the other 
world dangers cease making heavy 
demands on the nation’s military 
manpower, although it “should get 
underway at the earliest possible 
date," the commission said 
At present, it added, the armed 
forces are drawing heavily on the 
available manpower pool (the 184- 
26 year age group). 
"This means that the mainten­ 
ance of the present military forces 
of approximately 3.6 million," the 
report sa*d, “is jequiring the ex­ 
traction from the pool each year 
of more men than are entering it 
as they reach the age of 184. Un­ 
less the present outlook materially 
changes, the prospect, then, is ex­ 
tended military service, for all avail­ 
able young men;1 
# 
COULD SELECT SERVICE 
Trainees would have the oppor­ 
tunity to selecting the service, with­ 
in the training quotas fixed for each 
of the armed forces. The tentative 
plan is for the army to get 50 per 
cent of trainees, the air force 22 
and the navy, including marines, 
28. Later, the navy figure may be 
changed to include trainees for the 
coast guard reserve. 
Here is how the program would 
work: 


ARMY—400,000 trainees a year, 
program divided into two phases, 
17 weeks basic and individual train­ 
ing for the combat 
arms 
and 


specialists common to all branches 
of the service: six weeks of basic 
unit and leadership training. 
The 
emphasis would be on development 
of leadership and the trained in­ 
dividual soldier ready to take his 
place to the combat units. The 
army does not think it would need 
“significant additions” to existing 
training facilities to carry out a 
UMT program. In the army, as in 
the other services, UMT training 
would be by personnel in addition 
to the regular authorized strength 
of each service, so that UMT would 
not divert strength from the regu­ 
lar forces.

The commission proposed that the 
recently adopted “uniform code of 
military justice** (which superseded 
Whe army’s old articles of war and 
the navy’s articles for the govern­ 
ment of toe navy) be applicable to 
the trainees, with certain exceptions.

Universal Military Training 
. 
Would Put 800,000 In Service 


By ELTON C. FAT , 
WASHINGTON <ff)—Congress has 
before it a blueprint for a Universal 
Military Training’ system—a pro­ 
gram which could involve 800,000 
youths annually and cost more than 
$4 billion in the first year. 
The plan was submitted by the 
National Security Training'com mis 
•ion, was prefaced by some grim 
words about the world outlook and 
the need for UMT, among them 
these: 
“The clear prospect Is that the 
present generation must live in dan 
ger for many years” and therefore 
should “learn to live with danger 
calmly and confidently." 
Because today’s military tech­ 
nology permits an enemy to strike 
directly at the United States by sea 
or air, “the American 'people must 
be prepared, like their forebears 
who pushed the frontier westward, 
to meet a savage apd deadly at­ 
tack at any moment.** 
“T ht return to frontier condi­ 
tions demands a frontier response,’ 
“The frontier .response, the 'Com­ 
mission argued, Is to have every 
“physically and mentally able youth 
taught in the “art of survival and 
•elf-defense.” 
UNCERTAIN FUTURE 
The five-man civilian commission, 
headed by James W. Wadsworth, a 
former Republican member of Con­ 
gress, was formed last June after 
Congress had approved the broad 
Idea of UMT. But in doing that 
(as part of an amendment,to the 
draft law) Congress left details on 
the form and operation of UMT 
for the commission to draft and 
submit to the lawmakers. It also 
left to some time in the uncertain 
future the date upon which a train­ 
ing program could be started. 
. The detailed recommendations 
and proposed bill produced by the 
commission and aired in current 
corigre$sional hearings was the most 
advanced 'point a universal military 
training proposal has reached since 
George Washington first urged it 
•t the beginning of the republic. 
Mere are some of the points the 
commission's report made: 
1—A fully operating program 
would mean that about 800,000 
youths 18 years old would get six 
months of training, then for the 
next seven and a half years be in a 
reserve component (reserves of 
Army, Navy, Marines or Air Force 
or the Ground or Air National 
Guard). A UMT program tstarting 
off on a limited scale might involve 
training about 80,000 men annually. 
COST IN BILLIONS 
1—The cost of a full-scale pro­ 
gram la estimated by the Defense 
Department for the first year at 
$4,187,983,800, with the annual cost 
later dropping to $2,158,748,200. The 
limited program cost estimate was 
$398,895,210 for the starting year, 
$179,291,680 thereafter. 
3—The commission thought the 
military’s estimate cost was too 
high, that it might be possible to 
reduce It. For one thing, the com­ 
mission raised questions ’about the 
military's belief that for each two 
trainees one more person would be 
needed in the system to support it 
through maintenance and other ser­ 
vice.4—Induction of trainees would be 
through the existing selection ser­ 
vice system used for the drafting of 
men into the regular forces. The 
trainees, however, would not be 
members of the regular armed 
forces;, 'although they' would 'be 
trained for military duty and sub­ 
ject generally to the same military 
law governing the aTmed forces. 
NOT REALLY ‘UNIVERSAL* 
V-Actually the system could not be 
“universal" because there is a level 
•f physical and mental standards 
below which it would be unprofit­ 
able, from a military standpoint to 
go in the UMT program. But these 
unqualified youths could be mobil­ 
ized and their civilian skills used 
In emergency. 
$—Deferments would be these:

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youth would be permitted to remain 
In Jilgh school until 00 'graduation; 
(b) he reaches his 20th birthday 
or (c) he ceases to pursue satis­ 
factorily his high school course. A 
youth ordered to report tor UMT 
induction while In college would be 
deferred until the end of the cur 
rent academic year, but if he fail 
ed to make good in his studies could 
be inducted.

OPPOSES DEFERMENT 
“We believe,” the commissioners 
Wrote, “that all 'perrons who intend 
to enter upon the study of medicine 
dentistry, the several sciences, or 
professional training other than 
military should take their training 
in the corps before beginning such 
study. We would be basically op­ 
posed to their deferment for the 
full period of their professional 
training, for one essential quality of 
the UMT program is the obligation 
it imposes equally upon, all young 
men without regard to their social, 
racial, or economic status.” 
The training program must wait 
until the Korean war and the other 
world dangers cease making heavy 
demands on the nation’s military 
manpower, although it “ should get 
underway at the earliest possible 
date,” the commission said. 
At present, it added, the armed 
forces are drawing heavily on the 
available manpower pool (the 18%. 
26 year age group). 
“This means that the mainten­ 
ance of the present military forces 
of approximately 3.6 million,” the 
report said, “is gequiring the ex­ 
traction from the pool each year 
of more men than are entering It 
as they reach the age of 18%. Un- 
ess the present outlook materially 
changes, the prospect, then, is ex­ 
tended military service.for all avail­ 
able young men.” 
COULD SELECT SERVICE 
Trainees would have the oppor­ 
tunity to' selecting the service, with­ 
in the training quotas fixed for each 
of the armed forces. The tentative 
plan is for the army to get 50 per 
cent of trainees, the air force 22 
and the navy, including marines, 
28. Later, the navy figure may be 
changed to include trainees for the 
coast guard reserve.

In the fish world, it's believed 
the storms have been all to the 
food. 
At least that’s what the 
chiefs of two state bureaus are 
saving. 
Alan Taft of Fish Conservation 
and Dick Croker of Marine Fisher­ 
ies say the storms have been bene­ 
ficial so far. 
But they warn that the benefits 
may be lost to a hurry if a sudden 
thaw starts to the mountains. They 
Nere recalling, fio doubt, the warm 
rains that hit mountain snow packs 
last winter. 
That unprecedented r u n - o f f 
spelled disaster for salmon nests in 
the Sacramento and San Joaquin 
tributaries. The nests were washed 
out, losing thousands of potential 
salmon. 
But looking at it optimistically, 
if the snowpack melts under nor­ 
mal conditions, the added run-off 
from the heavy snows should be 


adequate to carry all mountain 
streams with a better-th&n-average 
flow through the summer. 
Taft points out that the later 
traut season this year frill help 
fishermen gain full benefit of the 
heavy storms and heavy run-offs. 
•The early trout season (tents 
lively set for May 1) will be late, 
and the late season (tentatively set 
for May 30) will be even later, 
says Taft. 
He adds that the storms serve 
to illustrate the need for the later 
openings, 
many 
of

streams to toe higher elevations 
are not accessible, let alone fish- 
able until July or later.

Elsewhere, reactions to toe storms 
are not so chi erf ul. Along toe 
coast, toe steelhtad fishermen—or, 
rather, would-be steelhead fisher­ 
men—haven’t been able to hardly 
wet a line this season. 
If the rains stopped today—and 
the weatherman doesn't think they 
will—it would take at least a week 
before fishing would be practical 
And time is running out on toe 
steelheaders—the Mason ends Feb. 
28. 
While the general belief is that 
heavy storms are beneficial to 
fishing conditions on toe whole, 
that this year’s storms will make 
better fishing conditions, .this is 
getting to be an old story to the 
steelhead anglers. 
Having been rained out for sev­ 
eral years now, most of them feel, 
at one disgusted coastal fisherman 
put it, that the fish are going to 
die of old age before they get a 
chance to fish them.

Citing the endorsement of low- 
cost housing, FEPC, old age and 
unemployment Insurance, and par­ 
ticipation in the United Nations by 
the Republicans in their party plat­ 
forms of 1944 and 1948, Warren 
said: 
“The fact our opponents will ad­ 
vocate some of the aame things 
does not weaken our case in the 
slightest. No person or party owns 
a good idea.** 
He called. John Francis Neylan, 
prominent San Francisco attorney, 
who flayed him for advocating the 
same ideas as the Democrats, a 
'hatchet man , , . spraying ven­ 
om.” 
But Warren avoided

down other candidates for the 
presidential nomination by name, 
merely attacking what he called 
extremists of the right” who 
want to return to the “good old 
days.”

manager for Sen. Robert Taft, 
however, indirectly * attacked Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, saying the 
GOP is dead If It risks its political 
future on “hero worship, glamor or 
sex appeal.” 
And Harold E. Stassen, another 
avowed candidate, said the Eisen­ 
hower “khaki curtain” had better 
come up before the nominating 
convention July 7 in Chicago. He 
also said he was considering enter­ 
ing

presidential 
primary June 3. Taft and Eisen­ 
hower supporter* have indicated 
they will stay clear of Warren's 
home state, 
Ben, Henry Cabot Lodge, Jr., ap­ 
pealed to the committee to help 
nominate .and. elect Elsenhower 'be­ 
cause he is the “people’s Choice.” 
Besides acting as a sounding 
board for the presidential hope­ 
fuls, the committee decided some 
important issues. Among them was 
the allotment of delegates to the 
various states. 
California emerged with a total 
of 70 convention votes, a gain of 
17 reflecting Its increased popula­ 
tion, and putting it in a tie with 
Pennsylvania as having the second 
largest number of votes.
